Judge Dol4 alter exhaustive hear-

R. W. Breckoas,- District Attorney, 


appeared for the United States; and C. 
W. Ashford for the defendant The de- 
murrer was based on the grounds «), 
that ii did not appear to the indictment 
that tbe defendant was an.officer of 
the United States, or an- officer at all 
within the Intent of the statute under 
which it was tfronght; and (2), that 
it Old not appear that the vouchers of 
House expenditures mentioned to the 
Indictment were such documents or 
papers as were contemplated 1n the 
statutes in question or any other stat- 
ute of tbe United States. 


The decision says the case turns 


mainly upon the', construction or the 
•word "officer" to Sec. 540ST of the Revis- 
ed Statutes. "Does it mean an officer 
of the United States, as -created by 
law under the Bpeeiflc enactments x>f 
the Constitution, under which the Pres- 
ident appoints, witfi the advice and 
consent of the Senate, certain officers, 
and Congress may vest the appoint- 
ment of other officers to the Presi- 
dent, courts of law and heads of de- 
partments; or 4s It used In a more pop- 
ular sense in -which Ifymay Include offi- 
cers not appointed as above provided?" 


Judge Dole, after showing the ab- 


solute sovereignty of Congress over 
territories of the United'States and cit- 
ing the .related statutes,1" answers the 
question Just quoted with "the follow- 
ing .conclusions: 


"This court has no authority to lim- 


it the application of this statute where 
it Is not limited by Its own language 
or by'contemporary law. The defend- 
ant was an officer of the .territorial 
government; his office was created! :by 
Congress, and he had duties to perform 
which Congress had required from him 
as such officer. His duties appertained 
to matters which related to the Feds.

writers and other assistants as the 
business of the House'might, from time 
to time, require. Under these condi- 
tions and provisions it can hardly bo 
said that a voucher calling for the dis- 
bursement of the public funds of the 
Territory was not a record of the 
House or that in its relation to 'drafts 
on the Treasury for the expenses of 
the session as shall be authorized by 
the House and approved by the com- 
mittee on accounts,' or payments of 
public funds aa 'approved by the com- 
mittee on accounts or ordered by the 
House,' it was not an important part 
of the. proceedings of the Legislature 
which the Secretary-of the Territory 
was required to •preserve. 
Certainly 


the President and Congress are inter- 
ested in knowing how the Legislature

conventions Washington State 
will 


have the greatest number of delegates 
at large—ten hi all-^for the -State has 
three members of, the House elected 
at large. 
But most of the States have 


only four delegates at large, whereas 
there must be a convention in each' of 
the Congressional districts. 


Accordingly Maine, with four metri^ 


bers of Congress, will hold five conven- 
tions to complete its delegation to the 
next Republican convention. Qne of 
these will be a state convention to elect 
four delegates at large. Four will be 
district conventions, one in each of the 
four Congressional ^districts; each of 
these four districts to select two dele- 
gates and two alternates. New Tork 
state must have thirty-eight conven- 
tions to accomplish the same 
for the delegates at large, and one con- 
vention in each of the thirty-seven Con- 
gressional districts. But before those 
dfstrict and state conventions can- be 
held, there must be numerous primaries 
or county conventions, 'which will lit- 
erally number thousands. What is true 
In the preparations of the Republican 
National 
Convention, is true of the 


Democratic National Convention in tffe 
main. 


The Interest Just now is chiefly in the 


selections of "the big four." Politicians 
regard it as a higher honor to go as a 
delegate at large than as simply a dele- 
fate from one Congressional district 
True one has, just as much weight In 


voting but states generally send bet- j 


ter known and more influential men as 
delegates at large. They are usually 
Lhe wise men of a convention and the 
jrlnclpal actors therein. They are more 
likely to know what is really going on, 
'.or the leaders Impart to them a knowl- 
edge of the deals and schemes. 


Probably half of the United States 


Senate will be In or\p or the other of 
the national conventions. The propor- 
tion from the House will be much 
smaller. There U Always a big coterii 
of Senator* In every national conven- 
tion.

It can not be claimed that these for- 


ests i«ave great commercial value. But 
for protecting the mountain slopes, for 
gathering and distributing a useful sup- 
ply of water for irrtgaringpurpows, they 
have a value which, m the opinion of 
mam-, is difficult to overstate. 


They lie.directly above the canefields, 


m many places cover steep, even precipir 
tous slopes, receive from 50 to 200 or 
more inches of rainfall .per year, and are 
of such character as to.hold in suspen- 
sion a tremwidotis quantity of water. 


The land which depends 'upon' them 


for a regular supply of Water produce*, 
in suirar and nee, crop§ of immense 
value. In 1902 the wear exported from 
the islands amounted to $23^22.300, 
nearly p7 per cent of the total export*.

PROPOSED FOREST SERVICE. 
The people. cpf Hawaii are fully alert 


to the impending danger to die islands 
from the decadence of die forests. Last 
spring die legislature passed a bill pro- 
viding fpr'an efficient forest service, to 
.be under die charge of a superintendent 
df forestry and directed, by a beard of 
agriculture ind forestry. A system of 
:forest reserves which 'are to be protected 
by fences and patrolled by rangers is 
provided for, as also is the maintenance 
of nurseries and the nece'ssary planting. 
An appropriation of $28,000 per year 
has been made to carry the work into 
effect
